Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  niy  Report  for  the  year  1 947* 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  lines  indicated  in 
Circular  t70/47  V/ales,  and  previous  relevant  Circulars,  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health, 

Again  I have  to  acknowledge  the  ever-iBSdy  help  and 
encouragement  afforded  me  by  the  Council  , and  their  Chief  Officers, 

The  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  have  continued  to/give  me  their 
loyal  and  energetic  support. 

In  my  report  for  1946,  I drew  attention  to  the  very 
welcome  diminution  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  The  Report  for 
1947  shows  that  this  improvement  has  not. been  maintained,  a very 
disappointing  feature. 

On  page  ')  , an  analysis  of  the  causes  of  the 

infant  deaths  is  made. 

In  my  Reports  for  1945  and  1946,  I stated  that  there 
had  been  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  The  same  can  be  said  of  1947* 

Thus,  for  three  successive  years  there  has  been  no  loss  of  life  from 
this  Disease.  Each  year  we  strive  to  increase  the  number  of  Immunized 
Children,  so  that  Di]*  other ia  may  be  considered  a disease  of  the  past, 

La.te  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  introduce 
Immunization  against  Whooping  Cough.  This  protective  treatment  can  be 
rt^en  in  conjunction  vrith  that  against  Diphtheria.  Already  a large 
.".uubar  of  parents  have  availed  themselves  of  this  form  of  Immunization,

The  re-arrangement  of  Health  Y isitors’  Districts^  as  outlined  in 
my  Report  for  1.94o,  proved  to  he  satisfactory,  and  v;as  continued  during 
the  year.  The  additional  Clinic  sessions,  comi'ienced  in  1946,  proved 
of  value . 

THE  HOME  I-ISLP  SCiETxIE  commenced  in  1946,  was  continued  diu’ing  I947. 
Thirty  three  homes  were  provided  v/’ith  a Home  Help,  and  many  tributes 
■were  paid  to  the  Home  Helps  for  their  kind  and  efxicient  service. 

Y7hen  the  Housing  difficulty  is  eased,  greater  use  of  the  Home 
Help  Service  can  he  advised.  This  will  ease  the  pressure  on  Maternity 
Hospital  Beds,  .and  v/ill  make  possible  the  early  admission  of  mothers 
v\[hose  condition  is  not  wholly  sa,tisf actory , 

Our  experience  during  the  past  year  of  operating  a Home  Help 
Service  was  encouraging.

Clinics  are  of  value  - not  only  for  advice  and  treatment 
c'-ioainable  there ^ but  also  '"'ocause  the  atmosphere  of  the  Clinic 
stimulates  the  mothers  to  tehee  advantage  of  the  available  services, 
ani  fosters  a healthy  nride  in  the  apijearance  and  progress  of  the  Infants.

"Better  Health",  the  official  journal  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education,  is  sold  at  the  Clinics,  and  continues  to  be  fairly 
wel!  1 received. 

At  each  Clinic,  there  us  a Representative  of  the  Local  Office 
of  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  to  undertahe  the  distribution  of  Orange 
Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  and  Vitamin  supplements. 

The  Services  of  the  County  Orthopaedic,  Dental,  Vision, 
and  Tonsil  Clinics  continue  to  be  available  to  the  young  children  of 
the  area. 


Por  some  years,  Dr.  A.  G.  Watkins, M. D. ,P.R.C.P. , has  been 
C u-'sv.itant  in  Children's  Diseases  to  the  Authority.  During  19^7^ 

I'.'  'd'-tldren,  whose  progress  was  unsatisfactory,  were  referred  to 
L-  . ‘••j'a  bkins. 

0 of  Premature  Children 

'Whenever  possible,  an  immediate  visit  is  made  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  and  advice  given  regarding  the  special  care  necessary. 
Co-operation  between  the  Midwu.fe  and  the  Health  Visitor  is  maintained. 

In  addition,  a special  food  for  premature  and  delicate  babies 
IS  kept  at  the  Health  P^epartEient , and  is  immediately  available  in 
these  cases.

It  is  evident  from  consideration  of  attendance  records  of 
the  Clinics  that  the  mothers  appreciate  the  Service^  and  are  prepared 
to  co-operate  in  the  endeavour  to  safe  guard  the  health  and  Yvelfare  of 
the  unborn  and  themselves. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Midwives  attend  the  Clinics 
as  regularly  as  possible,  Yjhile  liason  v/ith  the  familj?'  doctor  has  always 
been  a -feature  of  the  Service. 

In  view  of  the  close  co-operation  botv/een  the  hospital  Ante 
Natal  Clinic  and  our  Clinics,  in  view  of  the  Ambulance  arrangements  for 
taking  ’ mothers  to  the  ho?5pital  Clinic  and  to  the  hospitals  for 
confinement;  in  vie?/  of  the  co-operation  betw'con  the  family  doctors,  the 
Midvrivcis  and  our  Maternity  Service,  it  is  difficult  to  know  how  the 
Service  can  be  improved. 

But  improvement  is  necessary,  some  drastic  alteration  in  the 
approach  to  Maternity  is  required.  "The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the 
eating".  The  proof  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  is  in  Infant  Mortality 

Infant  Mortality  in  Gelligaer  is  high,  therefore  the  Service 
is  not  producing  the  desired  results, 

^fill  better  housing,  better  food,  better  Clinics,  better 
nurses,  better  doctors  produce  better  results  ? In  part,  yes. 

The  two  outstanding  reouiremonts  are 

First  - greater  facil.tios  for  the  treatment  of  the  mother  who  is 

below  par.  The  Ante  Nata,l  Clinic  should  be  able  to  send  a mo 
v;ho  is  not  quite  fit  to  a convalescent  home  for  rest  and 
recuperation.  This  would  have  a groat  effect  on  Neo  Natal 
Mortality . 

Second-  the  mother  must  be  educated  to  realise  that  breast  feeding 
can  and  must  bo  done . 

This  would  have  a great  effect  on  such  disasters  a,s  Gastro 
Enteritis,  PnGum.onia,  and  Convulsions  - the  diseases  vvhich 
kill  the  babies, 

Follov/ing  attendance  at  the  Clinics,  recommendation  for 
Hospital  confinement  v/as  made  as  follows  : -

Home  difficulties  ...  ...  . = » 90 

In  addition,  Em.ergency  admission  v/as  made  in  26  cases, 

A fev/  mothers  recommended  for  admission  refused  to  enter 

Hospital, 

The  number  of  emergency  admissions  is  too  high.  There ^are  a 
few  mothers  who  seek  no  Ante  Natal  Advice,  nor  even  engage  a Midwife 
prior  to  confinement.  Some  of  these  have  to  be  admitted  to  Hospital 
at  a m-oment’s  notice.  This  conduct  endangers  life,  and  places  a great 
strain  on  Maternity  Hospitals. 

The  mother  who  attends  the  Clinics  or  seeks  the  guidance  of 
a Midwife  or  Doctor  can  be  given  every  attention  and  every  assurance  j 

that  ample  preparation  for  her  confinement  is  made. 

In  the  best  planned  service.  Emergencies  will  occur,  but  the 
Emergency  that  could  have  been  avoided  is  wi-on^.
